Tybugee, the common. place. of-Execution, , 
the Sheriffeasked him what-his-natne was, he an- 
ſwyered,Y aller, notwithſtanding he'was nick-nam'd 
by pick-pockets : then did heaske him in what Rez 
ligion he dyed, he anſwered, a. Roman Catholiqus 
and a Prieff ; before the Cart was drawne away the 
Sheriffe bidding him pray;-hee turned abeut” and 
gave money to the people, and then by the help of 
the Hangman, upon his knees he prayed in Latino 
and croffed-himſelfe : And ſo he ended his moſt. 
miſerableand-(I feare) accurſed life. 
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
